Financially, the city’s two barite First 
National and Plano Bank & T rust became 
the second and third largest banks in the 
county, while recording a whopping 36- 
percent increase in deposits, close to $12.5 
million. Additionally, loans increased a 
modest six percent, or slightly m ore than $1 
million

months he served in a federal prison. He does not defend 
himself or his White House activities. “Born Again 
con­ 
tains candid scenes, portraits and reliable conclusions about 


WTlbs1s not just “another W atergate book.” Whether “Born 
Again” convinces the skeptics or not, it is a book believers 
can rejoice in and doubters will ponder seriously. 
Another book. “Washington: Christians In the Corridors of 
Power,’’ (Tyndale, $3.95) by Edward Plowman and J C. 
Hefley, gives an interesting report on some of the spiritual 
things which are going on in the White House, Pentagon and 
on Capitol Hill. Time Magazine says, “There is an intricate 
web of groups and individuals, almost an underground 
network, stretching well across religious and politica 
boundaries, all of them part of a small but growing spiritual 
renaissance in Washington. 
There are chapters on “Ford’s Faith,” “Christians in the 
Senate" and “Christians in the House.” Even though it is 
doubtful that the “Christianization" of the United States 
policy will ever come, the spiritual changes taking place 
among people in and close to government will no doubt have 
great national significance.

DIABETES

There are two basic types of 
Diabetes Mellitus, namely Juvenile 
onset and Maturity onset, which is 
kinda like saying young and old. 
N orm ally juvenile diabetes is 
brought on by the lack of produc­ 
tion of insulin in the pancreas, and 
in maturity-onset diabetes it is 
more often brought on because the 
pancreas 
can't 
get 
its 
head 
together and produce insulin when 
it is supposed to. 
In describing how insulin works it 
may sound like I am wandering all 
over Collin County before I get to 
the point, but I don't know any 
other way to put it. 
First we'll start off with the 
eating of foods, especially a sugar 
called glucose, and how they are 
used as fuel by the body, now this 
glucose is a major source of energy 
tor all the cells in the body but only 
the brain and the rest of the central 
nervous system depend on glucose 
tor its minute to minute energy 
needs. Since the brain controls all 
the systems in the body it is going 
to make sure it gets what it wants 
first. The body is some how partial 
to the kidneys in this case as they 
seem to get all of this food that they 
want also, but for all the rest of the 
organs the transport of glucose 
from the blood to the other tissues 
is insufficient unless it is helped 
along by insulin. 
Right after a person eats, there is 
usually plenty of glucose in the 
blood stream. The brain is setting 
up there fat and sassy, getting all 
the energy it needs, so it sends 
down a message to the pancreas 
telling it to release some insulin so 
the rest of the less fortunate can 
have a little bit to eat also. For 
some reason, in this case anyway, 
the brain kinda reminds me of 
Washington, D.C. 
When things get out of whack and 
insulin 
is 
not 
produced 
and 
released to the blood stream, only 
to the brain 
and kidneys, 
the 
glucose they need and the surplus is 
kicked out in the urine.

During the past year, 3,881 
citizens signed up for 347 fee

Emergency 
Medical Technicians. Two 
EMTs are assigned to each 
ambulance call when a 
citizen calls the department 
for the free service. 
The basic foundation of a 
param edic, 
the 
EMT 
training consists of at least 
120 hours, both written and 
practical 
The 
trainees 
spend at least 40 hours in a 
hospital working in all areas 
they are likely to need on an 
ambulance call, such as 
emergency and obstetrics. 
After certification by a 
state examination, the local 
EMTs 
continue 
their 
training in short courses and 
renew their certificates 
periodically. Currently, six 
men are enrolled in a 
Grayson County College 
course and several others 
are taking a refresher 
course in McKinney. 
The department plans to 
construct 
a 
complete 
training facility within the 
next few years. Included in 
the

Capital 
Improvements Program, the 
$140,000 facility will allow 
the department to train for 
multi story fires.

Hie decline is already 
evident in some types of 
crime such as murder, 
robbery and auto theft, 
although the ltr/b total crime 
rate was up 17.6 percent over 
1974. The crime rate is 
calculated on offenses per 
h u n d r e d 
t h o u s a n d 
population. 
Last year, the auto theft 
rate declined 37.8 percent 
with 41 actual offenses, the 
robbery rate fell 21.9 percent 
with nine actual offense and 
the murder rate was reduced 
6.25 percent with one actual 
offense. 
Burglary showed a 19.6 
percent increase with 538 
actual offenses, thefts rose 
5.2 percent with 1,131 actual 
offenses and aggravated 
assaults showed a 2.8 per­ 
cent increase with 30 actual 
offenses. 
More Crimes Solved 
Although more crimes 
were committed during this 
past year, police have 
cleared an even greater 
percentage of offenses. 
Thirty-nine percent more 
offenses were cleared in 1975 
than in 1974. 
Cleared offenses included

Police Chief Duane Kinsey 
is confident that crime can 
be 
reduced 
and 
the 
clearance rate increased 
still more during the coming 
months. Noting that most 
crimes are property-type 
offenses, Kinsey says that 
citizen cooperation is a big 
plus to the department. 
“I would like to create a 
crime prevention unit to 
increase citizen involvement 
this year,” he says. 
The 
police department can t do it 
alone. If citizens will use 
reasonable security on their 
property and call an officer 
at the least suspicion of 
trouble, we can serve the 
city much more efficiently.’ 
Network Improved 
The department’s ex­ 
tensive 
communications 
network was improved this 
year with the aid of a grant 
for the purchase of high 
frequency radio equipment. 
The 
equipment. 
The 
equipment which is valued 
at $70,000 was obtained at a 
cost of only $17,228 to the 
city. 
The new radio hook-up 
includes a 250 watt repeater 
base station, telescopic steel 
tower and antenna, 28 DHF 
walkie-talkies, 
21 
UFH 
mobile units, four VHF 
walkie-talkies and four VHF 


agencies. 
Recorder equipment has 
also been installed to allow 
dispatchers to monitor and 
time more than one channel 
of radio traffic. By using the 
recorder, the department 
can also keep a permanent 
record of what really hap­ 
pened and the time it oc­ 
curred. This is expected to 
be of great benefit in the 
event of an emergency. 
Incoterm Utilized 
Incoterm, a high-speed 
landline communications 
system, is also used by the 
department. The computer 
remote 
terminal 
and 
teletype gives increased 
speed in transmitting and 
receiving messages and is 
tied to the national, regional, 
state and metro crime 
computer banks. 
If an officer stops a person 
on a routine traffic check, he 
can transmit the suspect’s 
license number through the 
computer and determine if 
he is wanted for any crime 
anywhere in the United 
States. More and more 
arrests are being made 


through computer hits as 
most officers send through 
several numbers on each 
shift. 
Grant Sought 
The department plans to 
apply for a federal grant this 
year to add another com 
puter 
program 
to 
its 
^Stabilities. This computer 
would be used to compile 
statistics of where and when 
crime and traffic accidents 
have occurred in the past, 
and where and when they 
are most likely to occur in 
the future. 
The computer could then 
assign men and equipment 
to the most dangerous areas 
and equalize the depart­ 
ment’s work-load. The city s 
four patrol districts can also 
be realigned with the use of 
the computer. 
The department also hopes 
to add a legal advisor during 
the coming year. The at­ 
torney would insure that 
arrests are legal and that 
cases will stand up in court. 
He will also be used during 
training sessions. 
Training Improved 
Training has greatly in­ 
creased during 1975 and 
Kinsey says an even greater 
emphasis will be placed on it 
in 1976. The department has 
allocated $10,000 for training 
and officers will be enrolled

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In Bottle Battle 
WFS Helps Women

A new organization gives a 
different twist to the female 
alcoholic’s battle with the 
bottle. 
Women 
for 
Sobriety, 
founded by Dr. Jean Kirk­ 
patrick after a lifetim e 
struggle with booze, gives 
the female problem drinker 
an opportunity to share and 
solve problems in a “woman 
only” setting. 
“The female’s alcoholic 
problems are different from 
those of the male’s,” Dr. 
Kirkpatrick, 
a 
sociologist 
from Quakertown, Pa., said 
in an interview. 
Dr. Kirkpatrick said she 
“could drink anyone under 
the table at the age of 15 or 
16.” She fought a losing 
battle with the bottle for 
some 25 years. Hospitalized 
twice, she said only once did 
she lose 
a 
job 
due 
to 
drinking. 
She 
tried 
Alcoholics 
Anonymous 
but 
found 
“ so m eth in g 
m issin g . 
Didn’t pressure from peers 
and the threat of economic 
losses help Dr Kirkpatrick 
get a 
grip on her 
life 
situation? 
“ Most people gave me up 
as a lost cause,” she said. 
Women for Sobriety, a 
nonprofit organization, took 
shape in mid-1975 — some 
five years after Dr. Kirk­ 
patrick tried her new route 
to sobriety and found it ef­ 
fective. 
The new program worked 
for her. In five groups in two 
states it has been shown that 
the program* Itelps other 
female alcoholics 
“We have requests from 
dozens of locations to start 
up.” Dr. Kirkpatrick said. 
“We’re going national. 
“The reason this program 
of women only works is that 
female alcoholics have prob­ 
lems different from those of 
male alcoholics. 
And we 
recognize that. 
"My 
sobriety 
iiieinou 
combines meditation with 
principles of meeting one’s 
problems, a day, a drink at a 
time. 
“ In the beginning I more 
or less did it alone. I came to 
a whole new set of prin­ 
ciples, metaphysical or truth 
principles. 
“One of our steps is to own 
up to the truth that the 
ultimate goal of all life is for 
emotional 
and 
spiritual 
growth. 
“Another principle is that 
we believe that you are what 
you think you are. 
You 
become what you think you 
are. 
“ If you project a positive 
im age of self and see 
yourself as a sober, happy 
person, you eventually will 
live that way. The greatest 
b arrier 
to 
a 
woman 
alcoholic’s recovery is her 
lack of self-esteem. 
Dr. Kirkpatrick is not anti- 
Alcoholics Anonymous for 
women. 
“I just feel, in sisterhood, 
women 
should 
have 
a 
choice,” she said. “Some of 
our members belong to both 
organizations.” 
“Studies have shown that 
the female alcoholic has 
different problems. For one, 
the alcoholic wife, nine times 
out of ten, is abandoned by 
her spouse. The alcoholic 
male, however, 
is only 
abandoned one out of ten 
times. 
“That means the married 
alcoholic woman is more 
likely to be alone — a 
situation that sets the scene 
for deepening addiction. 
“The woman alcoholic is 
different emotionally. She 
suffers from low self-esteem 
and big guilt. The men feel 
remorse and often are very 
egotistical. There is a fine 
line between remorse and 
guilt. 
“Remorse makes one feel 
extremely sorry. But guilty 
feelings 
put 
a 
bag 
of 
negative emotions around 
your neck. That makes the 
alcoholism worse. 
“Women also become 
alcoholics faster and at a 
later age than men. They 
can devote more free time to 
drinking once they get ad­ 
dicted. A man, meanwhile, 
must stay enough in control 
to hold a job. " 
The woman alcoholic 
reaches recovery when she 
believes she is competent 
and has a great deal to give 
to others, according to the 
founder of Women foi 
Sobriety. 
“Our youngest member is 
around 20,” she said. “And 
the older ones are sixtyish. A 


large segment comes from 
the professions. There are 
numerous members 
from 
college campuses. 
“Part of the profile of the 
woman alcoholic is the 
woman alone. 
Alcoholism 
often 
crops 
up 
among 
women 
alone 
— 
the 
separated, single, divorced 
or widowed. 
“I think it is easier to drink 
when alone. There aren t 
many dem ands on you 
Women who are alone should 
have their radar up about 
alcoholism. 
“One of the things about 
alcoholism is that it creeps 
up. The woman alone comes 
home to an empty apart­ 
ment 
Qhp has one drink, 
then two, then three, and 
then goes without dinner 
The body then begins to 
depand on the chemical ele­ 
ments in alcohol. 
“ Most of our members are 
not welfare people They are 
women who are somewhat 
selfsupporting and hardest 
to reach until it is nearly too 
late. 
“I am talking about the 
woman who in the past has 
not gotten help until she was 
carried out to a hospital. We 
are reaching the wives of 
executives 
and 
the 
professional women who live 
alone.” 
Dr. Kirkpatrick said the 
female alcoholics, as a rule. 
are very good at hiding their 
problems. 
“They are so clever." she 
said, “it is hard for these 
alcoholics 
to 
spot 
one 
another.” 
Women 
for 
Sobriety, 
according to its founder, “is 
an outgrowth of the women’s 
movement." 
“ When 
this 
approach 
worked for me I felt in my 
bones it could help other 
women,” Dr. 
Kirkpatrick 
said. “ But I underestimated 
the need. Since word of the 
organization has spread we 
are deluged with requests 
for start-up inform ation 
trom women who want to 
launch chapters. 
Women for Sobriety 
is 
“ women for 
women 
in 
sisterhood,” Dr. Kirkpatrick 
said. 
Do you need “Women for 
Sobriety?” If you answer yes 
to anv 
of the 
following 
questions 
Dr 
Kirkpatrick 
said you probably do. 
The questions: 
— Do you drink before 
going to a party? 
— Do you drink to get 
through the day? 
— Do you always drink to 
drunkenness9 
— Do you have trouble 
remembering all of what 
happened the night before? 
— Do you ever have a 


drink in the morning “to 
recover” ? 
For a new life, the Women 
for Sobriety plan includes 
live steps, to wit: 
1. A desire to break away 
from alcohol forever. 
2. 
Join 
Women 
for 
Sobriety. 
3. Learn your value as a 
person 
4. Let others see how 
terrific you are. 
5. Enjoy life 
“Women for Sobriety is for 
all women who drink,” Dr. 
Kirkpatrick said 
“ For the female social 
drinkers, problem drinkers, 
alcoholics 
“ Thirty-eight 
million 
women live alone in the 
United States 
Many 
drinking problems resulting 
from 
loneliness 
and 
boredom 
“ And those who don’t 
could 
be 
tom orrow s 
alcoholics if they aren ’t 
careful.” 
Dr. Kirkpatrick estimates 
five million women in the

soldiers of World Wars I and 
II number 1.8 million. 
But the problem probably 
isn t as hairy as it sounds 
The doughboys of World 
War I are now in their 70s 
and 80s and half the 882.000

approaching 65, yet they still

legion and the Veterans of 
Foreign Wars.

“The long hair, beards and 
jeans just turned off the 
oldtimers, and some of the 
young vets are just 
not 
mature enough, not ready to 
settle down.” 


But Rinaldi is optimistic. 
“ Pm sure they’ll come in 
eventually and help us fight 
for veterans benefits and 
goals.” he said 
“We seem to have lost the 
Korean vets,” said Legion 
assistant Adjutant Charles 
Neubaum of H arrisburg. 
“They melted back into the 
woodwork and no one knows 
who they are." 
Even the idea of having to 
go out 
and recruit 
new 
m em bers 
rankles 
some 
older vets 
“ Men from the first and 
second world wars rushed to 
join the o rganizations,'’ 
Neubaum said. “ Now the 
new breed has to be asked 
and that doesn t sit well with 
some of the older men.” 
Some officials believe one 
of the reasons veterans 
organizations were slow to 
attract 
a 
younger 
mem­ 
bership was that many posts 
had slot machines and the 
one-armed bandits financed 
elaborate post homes and fat 
bank accounts.

they 
banned

m achines and turned to 
social m em bership as a 
means of raising money. But 
officials said the social 
memberships have not filled 
the void, plus social mem­

A 69-cent tax rate is also 
levied at the local level to 
fund principal and interest 
payments for bonds sold to 
finance new school con­ 
struction. The combined rate 
of $1.54 is based on $100 
valuation at 70 percent 
assessment. 
While Plano has had one of 
the lower school tax rates in 
the Dallas area, school of­ 
ficials note that the local 
share of school financing is 
increasing. 
“The school finance plan 
passed during the 
last 
legislative 
session 
has 
dramatically increased the 
amount of the operating 
budget that must be raised 
at the local level,” explained 
Superintendent 
H. 
Wayne 
Hendrick. “Our district was 
required by the State to raise 
approximately $400,000 more 
in local funds this year than 
last and we are faced with 
another required $400,000 
increase for next year. 
Increases Foreseen 
“The Governor and some 
legislators have bragged 
about holding the line on 
state taxes, but what is not 
being told is that the new 
public school finance bill will 
cause tax increases at the 
local level,” Dr. Hendrick 
continued. 
Dr. Hendrick also pointed 
out that the local share has 
been impacted by inflation,

a good rating on its bonds

“Both the Moody’s and 
Standard and Poor investor 
services have given our 
bonds ‘A’ ratings,” the 15- 
year superintendent added.

“Look at the managers of 
all our organizations — 
social, economic, political — 
and you will see a vast 
majority are liberal arts 
graduates.

“I need to be able to love my 
fellow men. It allows me to 
see my own feelings and 
shortcomings.” 
John Donohue, the artistic 
director of the Children s 
Theatre Company, sat in his 
office which overlooks the 
theater. Outside the sun was 
setting early. His office lay 
in semidarkness, the mood 
was mellow. 


During the past 13 years 
Donohue has created a 
world renowned theater for 
children — and adults. He 
set out with a small group of 
volunteer actors at 
an 
abandoned police station, 
and $100 as starting capital. 


Today there’s a staff of 50 
plus, a $4.5 million theater 
featuring the most modem 
equipment, a theater school 
attended 
by 
some 
i20 
students four hours a day? 
* five days a week. 
But, said Ddnohue, “It was 


not a pot of gold at the end of 
a rainbow,” he was after. 
Success, in a way, does not 
matter, he indicated. People 
who can work together, do. 
So does quality. So does the 
spirit of a child which, un­ 
trammeled, will grow and 
expand. 
During its 13 years the 
Children’s Theatre has pro­ 
duced classical tales and 
new plays - 18 written by 
Donohue 
him self 
- 
sometimes in unusual forms. 
“The Sleeping Beauty” was 
done in Kabuki. “ Good 
Morning Mr. Tillie,” one of 
Donohue’s own works, was 
performed entirely in black 
and white until the climax 
when it burst into brilliant 
color. 
“We believe it is essential 
that our children have the 
finest we can create for 
them , and hopefully the 
future will find a way to 
bring every child to our work 
or us to him,” Donohue, now 
38, wrote some time ago. 


He is in the midst of fin­ 
ding new ways to maintain 
and expand the theater Last 
summer his staff voted to 
close down the theater 
rather than to reduce the 
staff to cut costs. The end

was

Children’s Theatre recently 
became independent of the 
Minneapolis Society of Arts 
and now has to raise its own 
funds.

The Church of Christ that

The first meeting place 
according to an ad in the 
Record Chronicle, was the 
high school gymnasium. The 
Bible class met at IO a m. 
and a preaching service 
began at ll a m. 
William M. Morrow was 
the first minister of the 
church and attendance at 
this first service numbered 
39. The contribution this first 
Sunday was $35.08. 
The church began with 34 
charter 
members, 
and 
charter members still active 
in the congregation are 
Garrett Bell, L.W and Mary 
Burch, I.E. and Nettie 
Crane, Mrs. D A. Gunn, E.I. 
and Mary Kennedy, Mary 
Alice Skaggs, and E A. and 
Margaret Stout. 
The congregation grew 
from the very beginning and 
soon felt the need for a 
building ot its own. A small 
frame building was con 
structed at 1604 15th Pl. and 
occupied for the first time on 
Sunday, Nov. 6, 1949. 
J B. Stephenson began 
work with the church as 
minister in July of 1949, and 
others who worked with the 
church in the beginning were 
J B. 
Findley 
and 
C T. 
McCormack. An auditorium 
was constructed in 1950. 
-The congregation con 


tinued to grow, and in 1964 
the first structure was 
completed at the 18th & P 
location. The building has 
been added to three times, 
with the latest addition 
occupied in 1975. 
The 
growth 
of 
the 
c o n g r e g a t i o n 
now 
necessitates two morning 
worship services on Sunday 
and the congregation now 
numbers 435 members. The 


budget for 1976 is set at 
almost $150,000.

This unusual kind of 
program has been going on 
at The Colorado College in 
Colorado Springs since 1970. 
It is called the block plan. 
It’s still being de-bugged 
but 
no 
longer 
is 
ex­ 
perimental. The Colorado 
College Block Plan is one of 
a kind. 
Dr. Paul Heist, professor 
of higher education at die 
University of California, 
Berkeley, calls it — “One of 
the keynote breakthroughs 
in 
u n d e r g r a d u a t e 
education.” 
Talks 
with 
several 
students, an educator who 
helped devise the plan and 
some others show the block 
plan is one experiment that 
really works — making it 
unique among innovations in 
higher education. 
Prof. Heist is in charge of 
a long-range evaluative 
study of the Colorado College 
Plan. 
Dr. 
Glenn 
Brooks, 
professor of political science 
at Colorado, and an architect 
of the block plan, is en­ 
thusiastic about how the 
block plan’s caught on 
Most students give it 
“ thumbs up.” Only five 
faculty members out of 136 
last year voted against it. 
The rest want to keep the 
block plan indefinitely. 
But Dr. Brooks cautions, 
“ I would be hard-pressed to 
see how this could be applied 
to a large university.” 
Under 
the 
Colorado 
College Plan the academic 
vear is divided into nine 
three-and-one-half-w eek 
periods known as blocks. 
During each block, students 
take and faculty members 
teach only one course. 
“Right now I’m on block 
break,” Gormley, pre med, 
said. 
“This is a nice time to 
relax and get your head 
together and get ready for 
the next course. I ve just 
come off zoology. 
‘The biggest complaint, if 
His 
\W W 
(Jqp'l get to know people in 


class. The subject’s over so 
fast. 
“During the three-and-a- 
half-weeks we had zoology 45 
to 50 hours a week. We had 
class from 9:30 a.m. until ll 
or noon and lab I to 5 two to 
three afternoons a week. We 
went through a big zoology 
text in class and two others 
outside. 
“You’re forced to go it 
with all you have from day 
one and work your tail off. 
But in premed, at least, we 
know it works — this way of 
tackling the subjects.” 
Last year two out of three 
Colorado College pre-med 
students who applied were 
accepted by medical school. 
This compares to about one 
out of three on the average 
nationally. 
Mrs. Judy Fnglps 35- a 
senior and mother of four, is 
majoring in music. She went 
to school on a regular 
semester and quarter plan at 
Chaffeey College in Alta 
Loma, Calif., before going to 
school at Colorado. 
“The pressure builds up to 
a terrible crisis when you’re 
taking five or six courses at 
once — pressure from five or 
six points. 
“Here, the pressure is 
from one source. It is a lot of 
pressure, but it seems easier 
to handle because it is from 
one source..” 
There are 1,850 students at 
the unusual liberal arts 
college. Tuition, room and 
board, come to $4,300. 
“A building block may be 
strung together in a variety 
of ways,” Dr. Brooks said. 
Some courses cover two 
block periods. Some, three. 
“Within a course there is 
no class schedule. It s en­ 
tirely up to the professor to 
work out time. 
“ It may mean intensive 
classroom work on a daily 
basis. It may mean spending 
time in the field. 
“The upper limit is 25 
students to one teacher. The 
average is 15. 
“By, and large, freshmen 


plus reading time adds up to 
the requirements of a one 
semester course. 
“Generally there is more 
discussion and active par­ 
ticipation on the part of the 
student—when compared to 
the regular semester.” 
The flunk-out rates at 
Colorado 
College 
have 
dropped by three-quarters in • 
the past four years. College 
officials think the block plan 
is the reason. 
A first year law student 
said the plan had helped her 
a great deal in her ability to 
concentrate, to analyze and 
to write well. It had not 
helped her in taking ‘‘do or 
die” tests. 
This fits with one point 
made in early evaluations, 
that the block plan produces 
no dramatic improvement in 
retention 
of 
facts 
but 
enhances the ability to 
analyze material and think 
critically. 
One product of the system 
went to graduate school, 
majored in English and 
came out tops in his class. 
The block plan, he found, 
helped him to keep moving. 
You can’t put things off in 
graduate school, lf you do, 
you’re sunk — the same way 
you’d be sunk under the 
block plan. 
“I learned at Colorado not 
to be sunk.”

is Bethany Bible Fellowship. 
And while the establishment 
of new churches in Plano is 
nothing 
p a rticu la rly 
unusual, there are several 
features about this one that 
may make it unique, ac­ 
cording to one of its pastors, 
David Reimer. 
“To begin,” said Pastor 
Reimer, “Bethany Bible 
Fellowship is the result of 
the merger of two churches, 
Bethany Bible Church and 
Believers Bible Fellowship. 
Bethany was formed almost 
six years ago as a branch 
ministry of Trinity Bible 
Church in Richardson,” he 
added.

Dallas, and began meeting 
in November of last year,” 
he continued. “When we 
r e a liz e d 
we were

oriented to Plano s West 
side, and had in fact both 
asked to rent the same 
school building as interim 
facilities, we wondered, why 
not? 
“From that time on, we 
believe God has superin- 
teded what has become a 


very exciting process of 
making this 
merger

reality,” Pastor Reimer 
stated.

Only early into the second 
semester of its first year as 
an 
undergraduate 
in­ 
stitution, The University of 
Texas at Dallas already is 
compiling some surprising 
statistics which may well 
help administrators plan the 
future of the school, termed 
by many academicians as 
the last major educational 
institution likely to be built 
in the United States. 
Adding junior and senior 
classes for the first time 
during the 1975-76 school 
year, UT-Dallas registered a 
spring enrollment of 1,963 
undergraduates as com ­ 
pared to 1,562 graduate 
students, a much higher 
figure for graduate student 
enrollment than anticipated. 
The 
school 
also 
su r­ 
prisingly had a seven per­ 
cent increase of enrollment 
from 
its 
opening 
fall 
semester with a total of 3,545 
students 
for 
spring 
sem ester, 
a 
212-student 
increase, for the school’s 14 
graduate programs and 28 
upper-level 
undergraduate 
fields. 
Increase Noted 
In noting the unusual 
enrollm ent increase, UT- 
Dallas 
president 
Bryce 
Jordan said educational 
institutions often can expect 
a 
noticeable 
drop 
in 
enrollment from the fall to 
the spring semester. 
An almost equal division 
between day students and 
night students also has 
presented UT-Dallas ad­ 
m inistrators 
with 
the 
necessity of some intricate 
course scheduling. 
Dr. Jordan said he has 
asked administrators to look 
into 
expanding 
the 
curriculum offered for night 
students to accommodate 
the needs of these students 
since the trend is likely to 
continue. 
A n o t h e r 
u n u s u a l 
enrollm ent 
trend 
first 
noticed in the fall continued 
into the spring semester 
when only eight senior 
students signed up 
for 
classes. 
Dr. Jordan said he and 
other administrators had not 
anticipated that “makeup”

'Big Impact' 
"The point is that the large 
numbers of juniors this year 
carries a big impact on our 
projections and planning for 
the fall semester of 1976-77,” 
he said. 
Beadying for the additions

past fall, the school added 
more than 130 to its faculty 
roster in September and 
com pleted 
the

plan. Phase II included 
completion of the Cecil H.

The school’s physical plant 
has been expanded on its 600- 
acre site to a value of $54 
million with a million square 
feet of academic space. A 
1975gift from the Excellence 
in Education Foundation 
also placed 500 acres of land 
adjacent to the north edge of 
campus in trust 
for the 
university. 
But if current student 
population projections hold 
tru e—between 8,000 and 
10,000 students by 1980—UT- 
Dallas administrators say 
they will need more space 
and more funds 
Space Needed 
"We need 
to add ap­ 
proximately 900,000 square 
feet

Graduate programs are 
set up also to cross over 
almost all disciplines to give 
a broad background to the 
graduate student, for whom 
the parent institution of UT- 
Dallas 
originally 
was 
founded. 
Established in 1969, UT- 
Dallas was created by the 
61st Texas L egislature’s 
acceptance of a $15 million 
gift from the founders of the 
private Southwest ten ter for 
Advanced Studies. 
That 
institution was founded as a 
research 
and 
graduate 
education center in 1961 to 
provide students with a 
facility where they might 
complete doctoral research 
and dissertations and might 
have their first exposure to 
graduate teaching. 
Limits Set 
It was through the 196 
legislative act 
that

dergraduate education was 
limited to the junior and 
senior years, to begin in 
September. 1975. in order to
